The Cairo raid was not made 
on schedule Wednesday when sim­ 
ultaneous raids on 20 places netted 
pinball machines in each and one 
arrest for bookmaking and 
four 
slot machines.

w e r e 
seized after agents collected evi­ 
dence to show they were being 
used for gambling purposes and 
did not have a $250 gambling tax 
stamp.

But he said the four engined DC- 
4 could have flown at an altitude 
of 14.000 feet over the range, or 
some 2.000 feet above

Twenty six 
of the 
bodies 
were found 
in a tail section of 
the plane on a rocky ledge about 
200 feet below the point where the 
plane sm acked into the mountain 
about 25 to 50 feet below the top. 
Taking Bodies Down 
Buss Hynes Jackson. Wyo , pre s­ 
ident of the University of Wyom­ 
ing Alpine Club, an organization 
of mountain climber- 
estimated it 
would take hi- group about three 
hours to get the first body down 
from the peak 
The air turbulence appeared to 
be one of the main theories as to 
the cause of the crash

an adequate supply of water 


The delicate arguments < f the 
financial wizards do not govern 
their thinking 
Thus it is actually 
of secondary importance that Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Humphrey 
now believes that federal finance- 
may he in condition to justify a tax 
reduction next year 
Not 
too long back Humphrey 
voiced serious doubt that the gov­ 
ernment's ledger would be in such 
favorable shape fey 1958. 
He was 
looking for a deficit somewhere 
around 2.4 billion dollars. 
Today 
he sees that deficit prospect aa 
only 1.7 billion dollars 
That smaller sum could be wiped 
out entirely, the Secretary thinks 
if continued prosperity brings 
ii 
unexpected 
additional 
re vt nut - 
and if the various government de­ 
partm ents can trim their expenses 
3 per cent 
The result would bo a balanced 
budget — an administration goal 
since the presidential campaign .»f 
1952. 
Under these circumstances, 
Humphrey would urge cuts in both 
personal and corporate income tax 
es, presumably of a size that would 
not once more unbalance the budg­ 
et, 
All this sounds pretty neat and 
logical, if ii should work out as 
Humphrey foresees.

at tho outset, the gentlem en yvh • 
will be running for office rn 1950 
will not require the support of ti 
tiler logic or wisdom to convince 
them it is proper to cut taxes. 
They live in a world where logic 
and wisdom intervene only o. ca- 
sionally. 
They live by political 
rules and axioms of long st nil)* 
To follow them means, they be­ 
lieve, survival. To flout them they 
are quite sure spells oblivion.
